criminal Eisdcmeanor. It is denied that 
pets-jns employed in such pursuits have 
the right to quit work in u body whenever 
they see fit, and by acting in concert 
Bubjeot the public to great annoyaucei 
inconvenience, aud loss. It it is u mis- 
demeanor to cnt off the supply ot water 
or gas in ony town or city, why wouldn't 
it be a misdemeanor to stop oil railway 
traffic which would damage tho business 
of the whole oonutry? I: has been sug- 
gested by tho Chicago Tribune that the 
strike on the western roads which has 
bten under contemplation for » week or 
tendaje, it carried out would deprive 
tsnsot thousands o! persons ot their 
means ot livelihood—persons in no wise 
responsible for the alleged grievances ol 
the railroad employes—and wou'd inflict 
incalculable injury on tbe commerce of.

But all this in chansed, and ho wears 
now tho brilliant insijjma, of a Prussian 
Major-General. 
The Emperor appointed 


him by telegraph, he being sta-.io'ned'al Pots- 
dam, and a few hours later lie presented 
himself to his grandsiro in his new ro£i- 
mentuls, beaming-ly happy at his increased 
Importance. 
Any liour may make- him 


Crown Prince—yes, maymakchim Kingand 
Emperor—and the proud old ruler hus at 
last thought it best to reco^r.i^o this possi- 
bility, nnd prepare the young man lor its 
realization. 


Yot Princo William is a youcs-lookinf; 


Major-General. 
Ho lacks the prominent, 


rugged features of his father and the hand- 
some lines of his grar.dsii-c. Tho Hohen- 
zollerns have no hereditary physical char- 
acteristics!, Even Pro!'. Virchcv,- failed to 
flnd any cranial cues ill his scieu'JUc exam- 
ination of tho ancestral skulls. They havo 
nover intermarried, having tho purest 
blood of all roj-al families, a custom which 
tends to preserve arid intensify peculiari- 
ties. Princo William lias the appearance of 
ayounjman of twenty-live, ilia upper iip 
sliows a sparse blond mustache, Iiis r.ose is 
slightly Itomau, wi'.h a medium forcheac!, 
and his hnir stands back like Beethoven's. 
But, despite Uie comparatively weal; chir, 
his cold blue eye has a bravo, daring ex- 
pression, which reminds one :i iittlu of the 
Great Frederick, whom he is fondly said to 
resemblo In character. Ho is sloi'.der In 
build and shorter ir. stuturo than his 
brother, the '-Naval Hol'.ur.zollorn." His 
right hand is badly crippled nnd his right 
arm at least two inriies shorter than his 
left, :i defect which has caused us much an- 
noyance and mental pain :is ever Byron's 
deformity die!. Ho tries upon every occa- 
sion to conceal it, bus trios, of course, in 
v.iin. Yet the skill he possesses is rcir.ariv- 


I ab!o. Ho carries his sword upon parade a3 


well as any officer, and has become a most 
excellent fencer, rides liko a Cossack, and 
shoots with unerring aim. 


No officer in the army is more popular 


than tins royal scion, and cone is more clev- 
er. No wonder that his men are attached 
to him. Eo has a pleasant wo-.-d for a'.l, 
cracks his joke with tho common man as 
though ho wero of his number. His train- 
injj has been very democratic. He attend- 
ed school at Casscl, boarding with one ot 
tho teachers, and treated exactly as ono of 
the other boys. Taking Iiis lunch oue day, 
he noticed ono of his comrades eating the 
black bread which tho poorer classes -ise 
iu Germany. Wishing !o taste i'., ho of- 
fered to " trado" with tne hoy—the son, I 
believe, of a poor mechanic, who, of course, 
was only too glad 1,0 do so. It pleased tho 
Prince's paUua so much that ho made an 
agreement to exchange lunches with tho 
boy every day, and thenceforward ho al- 
ways feasted upon tho black bread baked 
in tho house of tho mechanic. He v,-a.i 
graduated after several years at Ci'.sscl 
among the first, in his clasa, to tlio gre.i 
satisfaction of his parents, who attended 
tho commencement. He afterward-as is 
tho Hobenzollcrn 
custom—attended the 


university at, Bonn, and joined the 'jyiuous 
Saxo-Borusscn Corps, over whoso annual 
meetings ho preside*., and i;t ;IH eager :is 
any in relating the pra:ikn oi his student 
davs, and to-day oao mc-cUf him in tho 
streets of Berlin" In civilian's ^clothes, ir.in- 
gling with tho people iikc the •' citizen 
King."

Priaco in the. far-off Italian tnwn have 
roused the sympathies of tho whole popu- 
lation ; but, despite his popularity, dcspito 
tho way they love him, it is safe to say thai 
the majority ol tho nation spend more en- 
thusiasm upon his son, look upon Prince 
William aa the wearer of tho mantle of 
Frederick the Great, and believes him des- 
tined to fulfil tho cherished hopes of Ger- 
many, further tho plans of a Eismarck and 
Jloltkc, and cement tho union of the Fath- 
erland.
